Perfect Schools, Perfect Teachers 


And order stimulate, strengthen, 
and sustain your right understanding and 
appreciation the exalted dignity and 
beneficence your mission this regard, 
might remind you that instructors 
Catholic schools, you formally participate 
the teaching ministry the Church in- 
sofar you give moral and religious in- 
struction and form the Christian character 
the youth committed your charge. 

Then again, might recall you the 
words Pius XI, revered 
his Encyclical Education: 
“Perfect schools,” the Pontiff declares, “are 
the result not much good methods 
good teachers; who are thoroughly pre- 
pared and well grounded the matter 
which they have teach; who possess the 
intellectual and moral 
quired their important office; who 
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cherish pure and holy life for the youths 
confided them, because they love Jesus 
Christ and His Church which these are 
the children predilection; who have sin- 
cerely heart the true good the family 
and country.” 

Guided now always this high 
estimate your professional status and 
vocational aims, confident that you 
will continue promote the moral, reli- 
gious, and civic interest our youth. 

making this reference your three- 
fold pedagogical objective, desire 
project the trend discourse this after- 
noon, which, trust, will offer some ap- 
propriate and helpful recommendations 
regard your future undertakings. 

And now particular reference the 
ethical objective your teaching program 
sure that you must know that, during 
recent years especially, there has been fre- 
quent and forceful criticism, voiced 
parents, teachers, officials, and thoughtful 
observers human affairs our contem- 
porary world, concerning the unsatisfactory 
state the manners, customs, and morals 
many our young people. 

The critical description the actual 
situation this matter varies from blunt 
declaration widespread moral deteriora- 
tion the milder, but only slightly less 
serious, pronouncement that our young 
people are becoming, gradually increas- 
ing numbers, undisciplined, irresponsible, 
unduly self-indulgent, and unwisely self- 
centered. 

reference this particular problem 
one our most prominent sociologists has 
stated his opinion the source and influ- 
ences which have contributed the rise 
and development this unhappy social 
situation. “Family life,” says, “seems 
notoriously endangered among us, and, 
ever increasing measure, the growing 
frequency divorce which itself but 
symptom deeper ethical laxity and 
confusion. 

“The unblushing effrontery and sensual 
suggestiveness salacious literature and 
the lascivious stage and screen corrupt our 
youth. The appalling growth delinquency 
and suicide among the young indicates 
weakened sense personal 
responsibility and demonstrates that objec- 
tive moral values are longer recognized 
many.” 


The Work the Godless 


this particular listing shall take the 
liberty add one more source moral 
confusion and disintegration, namely, the 
harmful doctrines certain so-called teach- 
ers institutions learning who would 
have our youth believe that they are mere 
products materialistic evolution, that is, 
chance and purposeless development, 
and, that despite the fact that they may 
achieve high degree physical and 
mental growth, still they are nothing more 
than animals. 

This same harmful, demoralizing teach- 
ing offered the behaviorists, Freudists, 
and glandists who insist that look upon 
the student “as neuro-physiological phe- 
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nomenon, reaction mass, mechanical 
organism adjustible constantly increas- 
ing readiness response muscles and 
glands nervous impulses with conse- 
quent improvement physical efficiency 
and bodily health.” 

These theories principle, aim, and 
method very obviously sponsor only 
pagan naturalism and with Spencer those 
who hold such theories, knowingly other- 
wise, maintain that human being purely 
and only natural being, product the 
forces nature, and that his main purpose 
life only biological well-being. 

such category moral act has the 
same worth biological act, and, other 
words, there external moral law. Thus 
all the norms conduct are simply per- 
sonal result propulsive attitudes 
and mental patterns through the in- 
tegrated action the nervous, glandular, 
and visceral systems.” This teaching seem- 
ingly does not demand any external source 
morality such the will God the 
Moral Law. 

Surely the case especially those 
our contemporary youth with unfor- 
tunate tendency uncontrolled, undis- 
ciplined, and unrestrained all such teaching 
cannot provide helpful, wholesome, ethi- 
cal guidance establish effective stand- 
ard, barrier, and safeguard against moral 
laxity, error, and sin. 


But Human Nature Godlike 


What refreshing contrast this athe- 
istic, naturalistic, and pagan teaching 
provided Christian pedagogy. This latter 
system instruction develops youth 
clear opinion the natural and supernat- 
ural moral excellence true knowledge, 
love, and service almighty God. de- 
velops sound and progressive apprecia- 
tion the immortal and Godlike nature 
the human soul and the consequent dig- 
nity every human being. teaches the 
precious rewards virtue and the lament- 
able consequences sin. encourages 
understanding the true sanctity the 
home, the sacredness property, and 
the supremacy law, order, and 
authority. 

seeks promote, moreover, habitual 
disposition and tendency truthful, 
honest, obedient, loyal, just, and charitable. 
fosters respect for legitimate authority 
and regard for the rights and interests 
others, and unceasingly inculcates the 
duty love every human being regard- 
less race, creed, color.

For, the moment, recognize that 
the right order, progress and prosperity

intelligence, virtue, loyalty, and service 
genuine citizenship. Then again, now per- 
haps more than ever have impera- 
tive duty especially our civic education 
clarify and emphasize, for the benefit 
our youth today who will our 
citizens tomorrow, our national aims 
and ideals and inculcate the vital obliga- 
tion preserving our political structure 
and our democratic way life. Otherwise 
our young people may deprived the 
precious blessing freedom and deceit- 
fully induced accept some form clev- 
erly rationalized but specious social phi- 
losophy which would reduce them, 
has done the case millions other 
human beings our day, actual 
equivalent serfdom.

which founded ruthless force; which 
denies the natural rights man and dis- 
regards the essential prerogatives the 
family; which deprives human beings 
the full enjoyment life, liberty, and the 
pursuit happiness and irreverently sub- 
stitutes the State for the will, law, and 
authority God. 

wonder that Professor Carlton Hayes 
declares that “Dictatorial Totalitarianism 
against the whole historic civilization 
the western world. revolt against 
the righteousness and justice the Jewish 
Prophets; against the moderation and pro- 
portion classic Greece; against the order 
and legality ancient Rome; against the 
whole vast cultural heritage the Chris- 
tian Church the Middle Ages and 
modern times; and against the charity, 
mercy, and peace Christ.” 


The Totalitarian Contrast 


indeed obvious that between such 
political theory system and our own 
there can basis for appeasement, 
compromise, conciliation. They differ 
radically, essentially, and irrevocably. 

addition developing our youth 
right understanding and appreciation 
the essential structure and aims our 
government, should also instruct them 
the practical requirements good citi- 
zenship retain and enhance the 
precious values democracy. this mat- 
ter they should seriously impressed with 
the assurance that while we, people, 
have freely selected democratic way 
life have not, yet, fully achieved it. 

Our young moreover, must 
told that our democracy does not possess 
the attribute invulnerability, much less 
indefectibility; and, therefore, may lose 
its vigor, its effectiveness, its practice, and 
even its existence among the ruthless

hostile, outside power the ignorance, 
apathy, indifference its own citizens 
who decline protect, promote, and pre- 
serve it. 

certain also that democracy can 
weakened its vital func- 
tioning and influence any un-American 
indoctrination hateful, divisive propa- 
ganda and internal strife and dissension. 


Teach Citizenship 

Our young people should made ac- 
quainted accurately and adequately with 
our national institutions, policies, and 
traditions. And especially should they 
seriously impressed with the great impor- 
tance and responsibility the right 
suffrage and urged vote intelligently and

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honestly with the sole aim promoting 
the common welfare the community and 
the country. 

this matter they may presented 
also with the need great solicitude about 
the character and ability those selected 
for public office. For our young people 
due time will learn that legislative bodies 
and executives regulate, administer, and 
decide not only matters political interest 
and import but also social, industrial, edu- 
cational, moral, and religious issues. 

regard the selection able, en- 
lightened, resourceful, and courageous 
leaders, might bring your attention 
recently reported statement Doctor 
Nicholas Murray Butler, who declared: 
“The prospect world peace had been 
most promising during the present century 
almost the World War and then re- 
actionary and abhorrent forces were set 
loose and met with such feeble opposition 
that they bid fair control the world for 
generations because the breakdown 
democratic leadership.” And 
added: “The democracies showed them- 
selves incompetent and unable under- 
stand the new economic and political forces 
work the world and cooperate for 
their control and direction manner 
which would preserve and protect the 
democratic system social, economic, and 
political order well those free institu- 
tions which had, thought, been safely 
and permanently built upon that order.” 

desire also ask you bring the 
attention our youth that when leaders 
are chosen and elected public office they 
should receive the fullest measure rea- 
sonable and helpful support from every 
citizen order promote the general 
welfare the country. 

accordance with our sound Catholic 
moral and religious teaching our youth 
should manifest always proper respect for 
duly constituted civil authority. They must 
recognize that disregard for authority will 
lead inevitably disorder, disunion, chaos, 
and anarchy. 

this matter our young people must 
not misled the narrow petty, par- 
tisan spirit often expressed carping, 
captious criticism public officials. the 
same time, they may feel fully free con- 
tribute the formation wholesome pub- 
lic opinion. They may voice honest, con- 
structive criticism about public measures 
and policies but they should not indulge 
abuse personalities. 

And any time they sincerely con- 
clude that the community country 


requires new better leadership, they 


should fulfill their conscientious civic duty 
adopting the legitimate and effective 
agency for producing the same, namely, 
the intelligent, upright use their voting 
right.

Our young people therefore must look 
you for counsel, direction, and aid meet 
the moral, religious, and civic requirements 
their future careers.

Doctrine 


“Going therefore, teach all nations: bap- 
tizing them the name the Father, and 
the Son, and the Holy Ghost: Teaching 
them observe all things whatsoever have 
commanded you: and behold with you 
all days, even the consummation the 
world” (Matt. xxviii, 19, 20). Through this 
commission Christ, the Church endowed 
with the mark Catholicity Universality.

permit more efficient teaching, two sec- 
tions each course were provided, one 
meeting twice weekly 2:10 and the 
other 4:00 p.m.

The age and priestly experience the 
students are possibly best indicated the 
years which they had been ordained 
the priesthood. The earliest year ordina- 
tion was 1924, the most recent 1939, and 
the mean 1934; eight, the largest number 
for any one year, had been ordained 
1935. 

Only seven members the group had 
undertaken any formal study between the 
time ordination and the beginning 
the special series education courses. 
Four had taken courses the University 
Detroit; one these had also had some 


graduate work social studies the Uni- 
versity Michigan. The other institutions 
attended after ordination were the Grego- 
rian University Rome (one priest had 
taken two-year course, leading the 
S.T.D. degree), the University Notre 
Dame ten-day course 
and the Pius School Liturgical Music. 
One other student had received the time 
ordination the degrees Ph.D. and 
S.T.L. from the Collegio Propaganda 


Fide Rome. With two exceptions, only 


those who were members the high-school 
college faculty Sacred Heart Seminary 
had taken any courses since ordination, 
and these had studied subjects which they 
were teaching the Seminary. 

The priests who answered the ques- 
tionnaire included two pastors and 
assistants. these only two had taken 
any courses after ordination, whereas four 
the six priests engaged primarily 
teaching had taken courses very recently 
and fifth already held the Ph.D. degree. 


For the Efficiency Catholic Schools 


Practically all those who were en- 
gaged parochial work (26 out 29) 
were teachers religion 
schools. Eight taught the upper elemen- 
tary grades only, ten the high school, 
and eight others both elementary and 
high-school levels. These priests were 
teaching average 7.1 hours per week 
addition their other parochial duties.

The work school safety patrols and the 
emphasis given many teachers safe 
walking practices have made the five-to-four- 
teen-year age group the safest the country. 
While the traffic fatality record for all other 
age groups during the past years has greatly 
increased, there has been decrease per 
cent fatalities involving 
fourteen years age. But despite the excel- 
lent fatality rate these elementary-school

Association met 1902 organize, they in- 
cluded emphasis safety one AAA objec- 
tive. These far-sighted pioneers believed the 
AAA should plan its program and develop its 
activities that use the automobile would 
safe and convenient. 

Now close 300,000 sturdy, dutiful boys 
and girls more than 3,250 communities daily 
protect the lives more than 8,000,000 class- 
mates. Local Motor Club Officials visit schools, 
consult with teachers, help organize patrols, 
provide equipment, supply standard rules, co- 
operate arranging police and school super- 
vision, and continue during the year help 


school authorities keep the activity high 


level. 
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For the past nine years, give evidence 
the Nation’s appreciation for the protective 
influence these boys and girls, school and 
police authorities cooperating with the AAA 
have arranged National Assembly and Parade 
the Nation’s Capital. Thousands boys and 
girls, among them many 
schools, annually participate and compete 
various national contests. Carrying off two 
national honors the 1940 events, First Place 
the Contest for the Best Safety Slogan, and 
Third Place the Contest for the Best Juve- 
nile Safety Float, St. Gabriel’s School Wash- 
ington, C., was presented recently with two 
silver trophies which they will keep 
permanently. 

More than years ago many teachers 
recognized the need for safety instruction, but 
they also realized the inadequacy that time 
safety materials. Local AAA Motor Clubs 
result were besieged with requests for 
teaching aids and asked the AAA National 
Headquarters for help. result, the na- 
tional safety department was organized 
carry out program preparing safety 
posters, teacher-lesson plans, and other safety 
teaching aids for national distribution. 

Safety Posters and Lessons 

Thus each year for more than decade, 
series ten safety posters, one for each month 
the school year, has been distributed free 
charge local AAA Clubs any and all 
teachers who will make use them. Prepared 
competent artists, the posters center atten- 
tion single, timely safety message which 
presented vivid colors, the poster being large 
enough catch the eye and understood 
from across the room. 

pioneer safety curriculum, prepares for each 
poster many suggestions practical ways 
use the poster teaching safety connection 
with English, geography, history, mathematics, 
music, art, health, and science. The lesson sug- 
gestions are graded follows: Kinder- 
garten, first, second, and third grades; (b) 
fourth, fifth, and sixth grades; (c) seventh, 
eighth, and ninth grades; and (d) rural one- 
teacher schools. The suggestions for each 
grade group are printed separate loose-leaf 
sheets that the teacher may keep them 
file for ready use throughout the month. 

The AAA specialists who prepare the pos- 
ters and lessons, profiting from the experience 
gained over period years, have attained

The AAA has also developed and sponsored 
the distribution other safety teaching aids 
such safety playlets, songs, crayon color-in 
sheets, and other materials. The crayon sheets 
are outline drawings miniature the pos- 
ters, and wherever introduced have proved 
extremely popular. This year, more than 
two million individual sheets are being used. 
Constantly the watch for new materials, 
the AAA Safety Department issues new play- 
lets and other teaching aids regular intervals. 

Teach Students Drive 

striking contrast the excellent fatality 
record the five-to-fourteen-year age group, 
the record high-school-age students 
drivers has not been favorable. fact, that 
group has driving record nine times worse 
far fatalities are concerned, the age 
group 50, which had the best record. 

the spring 1934, the need for giving 
instruction traffic safety high-school stu- 
dents was realized major problem 


educators. Before that date some attempts had 


been made build courses instruction 
acquaint high-school students with state and 
city traffic regulations. Teachers began call 
upon local AAA Club Officials for assistance 
the form teaching materials. And again the 
local Clubs demanded action from the National 
Headquarters. 

Early 1935, teacher’s manual entitled 
Sportsmanlike Driving came off the press. 
the preparation this manual, teaching ma- 
terials suitable for high-school use appeared 
major need. Inspired urgent demands 
for material and eager help any activity 
promising result greater safety and effi- 
ciency the highway, the Safety and Traffic 
Engineering Department the Association 
called upon traffic experts and experienced edu- 
cators assist the preparation com- 
prehensive treatment traffic, safety, and 
driving. The resulting product consisted 
series five text units, designated Sports- 
manlike Driving, the units being follows: 
The Driver, Driver and Pedestrian Responsi- 
bilities, Sound Driving Practices, Society’s Re- 
sponsibilities, and How Drive. 
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addition the Sportsmanlike 
Text, the AAA has also produced carefully 
developed Teachers’ Manual, based the text 
which includes series activities for 
room use; series units for behind-the. 
wheel instruction, and series 
skill tests. Standardized Test forms the 
various Sportsmanlike Driving units have 
been issued, well many other teaching 
aids. Various driver-testing and 
devices and techniques have been developed 
and are wide use. 

But, important though class activities 
the Association from the very first, had con. 
cept that has tremendously affected the AAA 
high-school safety program: Why not take

mer session course Driver Education and 
Training, intensive 54-hour in-service 
course taught one both the Associa- 
tion’s staff educational consultants. 

Many high schools offering road instructions 
use quiet street near the school building,

HILE punishment minor part 
constructive disciplinary program, 
certain amount normal and necessary, 
but should, result recent evolutionary 
changes, show gradual decrease severity 
and transition motive from vengeance 
reform. All penalties should have construc- 
tive purpose, educational objective. 
These may be: (1) improve order; (2) 
reconstruct the pupil’s school attitudes (which 
makes for character); (3) train him for 
taking part administering social correction. 
Let consider the first these types 
educational service; punishment used 
crutch bolster tottering school order. 
the kind used correcting the rude, 
noisy, idle student prevent him 
from wasting his own time and disturbing 
others, as, for instance, when eleven-year-old 
Jerry insists during English period upon mut- 
tering none too inaudibly the “Heigh-O, 
Silver!” last evening’s radio program, the 
while slaps imaginary reins the back 
equally fanciful horse, when drowsy, 
dreamy-eyed “Dretha,” three years retarded, 
still sees radiant retrospect her hero last 
night’s movie the throes his most thrill- 
ing scene.

also, and especially, for those who thought 
they might have vocation. Those also were 
invited who wanted information about any 
all the various Orders opportunity 
ask questions their hearts’ content. This 
generalizing membership was important 
made the members feel way self-con- 
scious belonging such club. 

After couple weeks, interest was high. 
And the response from the various Orders was 
and heartening. addition en- 
couraging letters, there arrived bundles 
pamphlets, leaflets, pictures, medals, and maga- 
zines. Some expressed their willingness send 
representatives discuss their particular work. 
All indicated that the idea was excellent 
one.

rule, the guest speaker would explain the work 
his Society, dwell upon its founder and 
spirit, and offer answer any questions the 
boys might put the subject. most the 
meetings the priests showed moving pictures 
relating their activities.

Always type from shorthand notes. Place 
the value each correct copy soon 
you have inspected it. 

Once while, new difficulties arise, 
the shorthand content becomes longer and 
more complicated, re-establish the cycle 
transcribing activity that the right habits 
are functioning the new situation. Try 
always keep mind the clean-cut pattern 
your transcribing plan. 

From the office point view, transcribing 
work either right wrong; error 
error. One error hundred words shows 
tendency toward accuracy. Frequent errors 
show tendency toward inaccuracy that needs 
watched and eliminated. Why should 
credit given for inaccurate work per- 
centage basis? 

Instead, evaluation might well flat 
basis correct incorrect, mailable, un- 
mailable.

interested his environment. should

SCHOOL

“The Liturgy, especially the fourth Sun- 
day after Easter, reminiscent the words 
St. Augustine, ‘Song the language love; 

When the heart 
full, must sing!’ The Introit begins with 
the Cantate, but the Offertory strengthens into 
Jubilate!” These words the speaker awak- 
ened further thoughts his listeners. 
natural for the soul sing. Poetry and song 
are twin arts. Both are innate the human 
soul! and yet seems the American child has 
been imminent danger losing its heritage. 
There are various cogent reasons which con- 
tribute the danger that children Catholic 
schools may deprived this heritage: 

The curriculum already overcrowded. 
There just isn’t time for systematic training 
enough time teach the requiem Mass the 
children must sing; the high Mass for other 
occasions, and few hymns. 

visor music every school. well 
have one each the larger schools. 

The teachers the various grades can- 
not equally equipped teach all subjects. 
They exceptionally well they succeed 
teaching the practical branches. 

Music books, materials, charts, instru- 
ments, etc., cost money, and where 
come from? 

Everyone who has had any experience 
elementary schools recognizes these formid- 
able difficulties, but still one must insist that 
music should taught systematically the 
grades for minutes day (100 minutes 
week), and that exclusive the song 
hymn that may part “the opening 
exercises.” close, consistent, and constant 
correlation with reading, language, yes, and 
even with arithmetic and drawing, can 
done without any loss detriment the 
so-called practical subjects. There still, 
spite all that has been said and written 
about correlation and integration subjects 
taught the elementary schools, too little 
it. 

Although since its introduction into the 
curriculum the public schools Lowell 
Mason 1837, music teaching has made 
steady advance toward recognition school 
subject, still difficult for many realize 
its importance the school. certain 
extent, music seems have been always 
part the Catholic school curriculum. Music, 
that is, least the singing hymns rote, 
and later, perhaps, reading notes, was 
familiar teachers and pupils but only the 
extent that the individual teacher was inter- 
ested, appreciative, and capable. Though all 
teachers Catholic schools are striving to- 
ward the goal, there seems have been 
definite pronouncement its place the 
curriculum. Once this position definitely
